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— 14. (Newj) The filter element as claimed in 
claim 13 wherein the tabular cylinder has a mean inside 
diameter greater than 1/20 of a mean outside diameter of the 
tubular cylinder. 

— 15. (New) The filter element as claimed in 
claim 14 wherein the mean inside diameter is greater than 
1/4 the mean outside diameter. 

— 16. (New) Tihe filter element as claimed in 
claim 15 wherein the meant inside diameter is between 1/3 and 
1/2 the mean outside diameter. 

— 17. (New) TWe filter element as claimed in any 
one of claims 13, 14, 15 or 16 wherein the mean inside 
diameter cylinder is greater than 25 mm. 

— 18. (New) Thd filter element as claimed in 
claim 13 wherein the tubular cylinder has an inside wall 
which is conical or cylindrical in shape and has a circular 
or polygonal cross-sectional shape. 

— 19. (New) The Ifilter element as claimed in 
claim 13 wherein the filter element further comprises at 
least one polarizing positioning means. 

— 20. (New) The miter element as claimed in 
claim 13 wherein said absorbent paper material is a strip 
which is a continuous single sheet wound to provide the 
tubular cylinder. I 

— 21. (New) The filter element as claimed in 
claim 13 wherein said absorbent! paper material is comprised 
of a series of sheets which are\ interlaced to provide the 
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tubular cylinder. . 

— 22. (New) The filter element as claimed in 
claim 13 or 20 wherein the sheet comprises several plies. 

~ 23. (New) The filter element as claimed in 
claim 21 wherein eabh sheet of said series of sheets 
comprises several pl.ies. ^ 

W) Th&jp^er element as claimed in 
claim 13, 20 or 2T where iiJthe^i^^ material is 

cellulose cotton. 

— 25. (NevM The filter element as claimed in 
claim 13 wherein the filter system is constructed and 
arranged to filter autoWive engine oil. —
